Ok, not so long ago and maybe not too far from your house. I thought I'd take 
the time to retrace my background before Jack curtails all the autobiographies. 
I think this has been a fascinating thread, tho.

I am not sure what is in the brass cleaner. I suspect that it is 
something like phosphoric acid. Never use anything that contains ammonia 
to clean brass cartridge cases. One of my friends inadvertantly shot 
some old Frankford Arsenal ammunition that someone had once cleaned with 
a metal polish containing ammonia. It ruptured across the base of the 


case, destroyed much of the rifle, wrecked a pair of safety glasses, and 
put some nasty metal and powder burns on his face. The glasses saved his 
eyesight. I believe that ammonia causes hydrogen embrittlement of the 
brass. A chemist like Barry no doubt knows more about this than a 
political scientist like myself. I used one of the cleaners that is safe 
to use with brass cases once, and it seemed to etch the cases, and gave 
them a strange patina. I suspect that they would damage the finish of the 
unit being cleaned.

As I said, they did not work very well. I do not believe that it is 
necessary to have a vacuum to support electron flow. However it has been 
well over 30 years since I've had college physics. The excess electrons 
emitted by the heated cathode will occur in either a vacuum or in air, 
however, air will slow down the flow due to collisions with the air 
molecules as in a gassy tube. The material that makes up the glass does the 


same and that is why you can see discoloration on the glass envelope, which 
contributed to the discovery of the Edison effect. Vacuum is really needed 
so the filament does not burn out due to oxidation of the heater. Also in 
tubes of these kind the external element was definitely not in a direct 
path of the electron flow, hence control was very difficult. There was a 
lot of experimentation back then and often the experimenters circuit did 
not work even when they had a good tube. So, some of these tubes were sold 
due to the false claims they made.

In re the Edison effect, he (or his labrats) did put a plate in the 
lamp, in between the legs of the filament; noted one-way current flow, and 
wrote it up as "an interesting but useless effect." Strewth! But 
remember, T. A. Edison et al had -no- use for AC, so what good was a 
rectifier to ‘em? 


In re Donle tubes and electrons outside a vacuum: A) The vacuum is 
there for two reasons, to keep the fil from burning up and to get the 
electrons it produces off by themselves, away from jostling strangers 
who'll make 'em misbehave; look at the kinks in the transfer curve of an 
old "soft vacuum" triode and you'll see what happens when they bump into 
random atoms. 8B) You don't xhavex to have a vacuum. The initial 
experiments DeForest claims led to the triode ("Fleming WHO?" sayeth Lee) 
were done with electrodes in a flame!

Harry, KG5LO, did everyone a service about warning them of the dangers of 
GoJo and Armor-All and incompatible plastics. The problem is properly 
known as "stress corrosion cracking" and it can occur with both metals and 
plastics. Metallurgists have quite a bit of information about this with 
various alloys but there are no good, all-inclusive theories about why it 
occurs with thermoplastic materials. It has been suggested that many 
organic liquids can permeate the crystalline regions of plastics and allow 
external stresses to do more damage than they normally would. 


I am sure most of you know how tough the PET plastic is that is used to 
make soft drink bottles. [Eastman is a major producer of PET plastics. ] 

Yet when the right organic chemical is painted on the outside of a filled 
bottle and quickly wiped off, and the bottle is allowed to sit undisturbed 
- in a few weeks it will literally be covered with cracks and fall apart in 
a brittle fashion. Many organic solvents are capable of doing this, so it 
becomes quite important which solvents are used in inks for external 
printing of these bottles. 


Harry mentioned Armor-All, which is designed to be used with plasticized 
polyvinyl chloride plastics, caused problems with ABS plastics. Armor-All 
is basically silicone oil dissolved in a mixture of solvents. One of these 
obviously was not good for ABS. 


The point of all this is that any organic solvent containing materials 
should be suspect around plastics until you have thoroughly tested them. 
But GoJo is soap you say. Not really. It is an emulsion of a detergent in 
water and organic solvents. 

Ever wonder why it cuts grease so well? Just smell it. 


Fortunately Boatanchor radios did not generally use the large amounts of 
plastics seen in today's radios. But you still have to worry about paints 
and lacquers being compatible with cleaning solvents. The best thing is to 
test everything first in an inconspicuous place on the radio. On things 
like clear dials or meter faces, stick with something very mild to clean 
them. If you have to use something like GoJo or Goof-Off or such, use it 
carefully and rinse it off as quickly as possible.

Since there are a number of AWA members in the group, I thought it 
appropriate to post this: 


Bruce Kelley, co-founder and Curator of the Antique Wireless Association’ 
Museum, passed away Thursday, 6 Nov. 1997, at his home in Bloomfield, NY. 
He was 82. 


Bruce was first licensed as W8ACY in 1929. An avid DX-er from the start, by 
1933 he had logged 75 countries, using a 5 watt, one tube transmitter. When 
he relocated in 1935, his call changed to W2ICE, which he retained to the 
present. 


In 1948, the late George Batterson, W2GB, asked Bruce if he would store 
some old ham gear in his barn, including George's 1922 spark transmitter. 
Since Bruce already had a fair sized tube collection, the 2 men decided to 
exhibit their artifacts, and opened the barn to visiting hams. This was the 
beginning of AWA. Others donated their "old junk", and the exhibit expanded. 


As AWA's curator Bruce Kelley applied his seemingly boundless energy to the 
task, and was active in the museum until ill health forced him to retire 
less than 2 months ago. His charisma inspired others to help, but he was 
always in the thick of it, working at what he loved best. 


Today, AWA has 4100 members, and the museum has one of the largest and most 
interesting collections of radio, telegraph and television artifacts in the 
country. Bruce didn't do it alone, but it would not be half what it is 
without his inspiration and dedication. 


Anyone who knew bruce would tell you he was quite a character. A good 
curator must be completely honest, and he was. He was also a natural 
leader, a great salesman, a con artist (but tongue in cheek; he warned you 
beforehand), and everyone's friend. Through my association with him I met 
dozens of the "grand old men" of radio. 


When I moved to Bloomfield in 1989, Bruce got on my case to learn the code. 
In Jan. 1990, he administered my Novice exam, by Feb. I had passed my 
Advanced test and was on the air. I'd have never made it without his 
coaxing and good natured ribbing. 


Farewell Bruce, we will miss you.

I suppose my interest in radio dates from the Saturday morning in 
1948 when

Gang, 


Just picked up a Johnson 250-39 TR switch (why are most Johnson 
products given a number that starts with 250- ?) and am looking for a 
manual. The unit had an open RF choke (looked like mechanical damage 
from sliding the unit into its case). After replacing the choke with 
one from the junk box and checking the other components, I tried it 
out with very disapointing results. Even the calibration signal from 
the XMTR was deafeningly loud in the receiver and the receiver would 
overload when the XMTR was keyed even with the RCVR RF gain turned all 
the way down. 


I pulled the unit out of its case, replaced the tube, rechecked all 
components (there aren't many) and drew out the schematic which seemed 
reasonable. The unit appears to be factory wired - as a matter of 
fact, the Johnson ads that I find in my old handbooks and QST's don't 
even mention kits for the TR. 


My only other experience with TR switches is with a tiny Dow-Key one 
that works pretty good even though the receiver gain still has to be 
lowered some to protect the ears. 

Since the Johnson uses two stages (a 6BL7 twin triode), I thought it 
would be a better performer than the Dow but at present its like 
hooking the output of the XMTR directly to the RCVR. I did trace a 
low powered signal through the unit with a scope and there does appear 
to be considerable attenuation but obviously not NEARLY enough. 


Any help will be greatly appreciated!
